Dallas, Tex., July G.—Another flood 
disaster which, from the first bulletin 
recd veil here Inst night appears to be 
worst than that at Calvert on Friday 
and Saturday last, occurred in the Bra­ 
zos valley about a hundred miles down 
the river from Calvert. 
Reports say 
that the large steel bridge of the Mis­ 
souri & Texas railroad at Dewey’s Sta­ 
tion, near the crossing of the Brazos 
river, is gone. The river in that sec­ 
tion began rising suddenly Monday, 
and last night was six feet higher than 
ever before known. Immense drifts of 
houses, trees, fences, etc., are floating 
past Sealey and Dewey. 
Alarming reports are coming In from 
Lagrange and Sealey of loss of life in 
the vicinity of Brookshire. 
Houston 
has been appealed to for help and May­ 
or Brashear of that city issued a proc­ 
lamation calling for men and boats to 
rescue those in danger. The Missouri, 
Kansas fk Texas railroad is sending out 
relief trains from Houston, Lagrange 
and other points. 
Telegraphic communication with the 
new' flood district has been entirely cut 
off. 
Chief Lineman Lowry, of the Postal 
Telegraph company, made the follow­ 
ing statement over the long-distance 
telephone from Sealey, 250 miles south 
of Dallas: “The Brazos river here is 
more than five miles wide and tile 
waters are lashing furiously. All char­ 
acter of floatable property is rushing 
along with the current. On this side of 
the river (at Sealey) there is as yet lit­ 
tle danger, but on the other side (De|,v- 
ey and Brookshire) the conditions are 
terrible. Brookshire is thirteen miles 
from Sealey and 
thirty-seven 
miles 
from Houston. 
We cannot get from 
the Sealey side to the 
Dewey 
and 
Brookshire side, and as our wires are 
all gone on that side we cannot tell the 
extent of the disaster at Brookshire. 
“I reached Sealey in a small boat af­ 
ter spending last night on an island 
four miles from here. The big bridge 
of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas rail­ 
road at Dewey is as good as ruined. 
It is covered with "water and the center 
span is off the line. All the structure 
is likely to go at any minute. Four 
miles of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
track are gone on the Dewey side, and 
about a mil** on the Sealey side has 
been washed away. 
If boats and special 
trains from 
Houston or other points have not yet 
reached Brookshire they are too late. 
'File people, I fear, will be drowned be­ 
fore they can be reached. This after­ 
noon there were from three to four 
hundred persons on a small island near 
Brookshire and the water was rising 
rapidly. I fear they are drowned by 
this time. as they had not the slightest 
means of escape.

The river here is now six feet higher 
than in 1885. which was the record up 
to the present. The damage t% proper­ 
ty is enormous.

Houston. July ll.—-Tho flood situation 
was improved everywlier eyesterday 
except in Waller county. The sinai) 
village of Dewey lins been washed 
away and many people thereabouts are 
in danger of their lives. A brief re­ 
port from Brookshire r vs that thir­ 
teen persona have been drowned al­ 
ready and many more may soon be.

sold bonds of the par value of $262, 
315,435, bearing a high rate of inter­ 
est, for the ostensible purpose of main­ 
taining the gold reserve, which 
was 
constantly being depleted, but really 
for the purpose of making up for defi­ 
ciencies in revenue caused by the oper­ 
ation of the Wilson free-trade tariff. 
The demand for gold drained the treas­ 
ury, bringing it almost to the verge 
of bankruptcy at the end of January, 
1895, and again at the close of Jan­ 
uary, 1896. 
No sooner was gold paid 
Into the treasury for bonds than 
it 
was Immediately withdrawn, through 
the operation of the “endless chain,” 
and shipped to Europe, or domestical­ 
ly hoarded In expectation of its later 
commanding a premium, which expec­ 
tation was realized in the fall of 1896.

When the result of the presidential 
election In November, 1896, was an­ 
nounced confidence was instantly re­ 
stored, and there followed a radical 
change In popular sentiment regard­ 
ing gold.

Throe years ago there was a # en­ 
tire absence of confidence in tbs Anan- 


ployees without enhancing prices to 
consumers, they will not be troubled 
by legislation, federal or state. 
It is tho trusts which purpose shut­ 
ting out competition, restricting pro- ] 
Auction and enhancing prices to con­ 
sumers which will be amenable to law 
and which will be a menace 
to the 
prosperity of the people. 
So long an 
trusts are legitimately formed, which 
do no injury to any one, but are pro­

The manufacture of beet sugar is an 
industry that is attracting t he at ten 
tion of capitalists and the general 
public to a great extent a t tin* prcs- 
e it time, and there is no reason why 
Minnesota does not olTer inducements 
for the manufacture of sugar from 
b sets equal, if not superior, to any 
state in the union. 
Already one 
factory is in successful operation, at 
Minneapolis, and there is room for 
more. 
Northern Minnesota, and 
particularly Crow Wing county, is 
especially adapted in point of soil, 
etc., for the raising of beets of this 
character, and it has bean proven 
that sugar beets of splendid quality 
can be and are raised on exactly the 
same soil as our county offers. 
It is 
an industry that otters the farming 
class a sure and steady income. 
The 
manufacture of sugar from beets in 
the United States has reached sur­ 
prising magnitude and the business 
is only in the infancy of its develop­ 
ment. and the time will come when 
Minnesota, like Michigan and other 
states, will furnish tons of beet sugar 
for the markets of the world, and at 
that it will be many years before the 
supply is equal to the demand. 
Five 
factories are now in progress of 
erection in Michigan alone.

factory is in successful operation, at 
Minneapolis, and then* is room for 
more. 
Northern Minnesota, and 
particularly Crow Wing county, is 
especially adapted in point of soil, 
etc., for the raising of beets of this 
character, and it has been proven 
that sugar beets of splendid quality 
can be and are raised on exactly the 
same soil as our county offers. 
It is 
an industry that offers the farming 
class a sure and steady income. The 
manufacture of sugar from beets in 
the United States has reached sur­ 
prising magnitude and tho business 
is only in the infancy of its develop­ 
ment, and the time will come when 
Minnesota, like Michigan and other 
states, will furnish tons of beet sugar 
for the markets of the world, and at 
that it will be many years before the 
supply is equal to the demand.

factories are now in progress of 
erection in Michigan alone.

MURDEROUS ASSAULT AND SUICIDE. 


E. S. Clinch, of Backus, Shoots His Wife 


Twice in the Head and then Blows 


His Own Brains Out. 


E. S. Clinch committed a murder­ 
ous assault on his wife at Backus 
yesterday morning, 
shooting her 
twice in the head, and thinking he 
had finished his fiendish work turned 
the weapon upon himself and blew 
his own brains out. 
Mrs. Clinch, 
although seriously wounded, was 
brought to this city and placed under 
the care of Dr. McPherson, and will 
recover unless unfavorable conditions 
set in. The first bullet struck the wo­ 
man under the left eye and ranged 
downward, the second shot striking 
on the jaw on the left side, the 
bullet taking a downward course and 
lodged in her neck. 
How the woman 
ever escaped being killed outright is 
a mystery. 
Mrs. C. E. Scribner, a 
sister of the wounded woman, and 
who accompanied her to Brainerd, 
stated to a D i s p a t c h reporter that 
the deed was done on account of 
jealousy, Mr. Clinch being a man of 
70 years and his wife 39. 
They were 
married last fall and opened a small 
store and hotel at Backus. 
The 
couple apparently did not get along 
very well and Clinch finally occupied 
apartments separate from his wife 
in a log shack close by. 
He was 
postmaster at Backus, as well as 
proprietor of the stopping place. 
He was jealous even of women who 
associated with his wife according to 
Mrs. Scribner’s story. 
On the 3rd 
of July Clinch went to Walker and 
on the morning of the 4th Mrs. Clinch 
came to Brainerd to spend the day 
and do some tradiig. 
Clinch re­ 
turned to Backus the morning of the 
5th and found his wife absent, as she 
did not return until 
Wednesday 
evening. 
He was evidently very 
much provoked at her absence and 
when he met her at the train the 
greeting was anything but cordial. 
Mrs. Clinch did not see him again 
until the next morning when he 
entered the kitchen where she was 
getting breakfast and told her he had 
come in to kill her, and locked the 
door. 
After some words Clinch 
pulled his re\olver and fired point 
blank at her head, the bullet striking 
her under the eye as above stated, 
but she did not fall until the second 
shot had been fired, and lie then 
turned the weapon upon himself with 
deadly effect. 
Mrs. Clinch managed 
to get to the door and unlock it and 
walk to Mrs. Scribner’s house next 
door where she told her story. 
The 
coroner of Cass county was sent for 
and the wounded woman was brought 
to this city on the first train. 
The man who committed the ter­ 
rible deed formerly lived at Anoka 
and has a family of grown up chil­ 
dren by a former wife.
